NOMINATIONS FOR SARL COUNCIL MEMBERS 


All present members of the SARL Council retire at its next AGM, which will 
take place on 29 March 2003 in Bloemfontein and in preparation for the event; 
nominations for councillors are invited in terms of Rule 16.2 from members of 
the SARL to fill these vacancies. Should more than 15 nominations be received 
a ballot will be held. 


Each nomination must contain the following: 


1. Full names, call sign and address of nominee; 

2. An amateur radio related CV of not more than 200 words; 

3. A signed declaration by the nominee that s/he accepts nomination and 
will serve on the Council of the SARL if elected; 

4. Each nomination must be signed by a proposer and seconder; 

5. Only fully paid-up members (Rule 16.3) of the SARL may be nominated, 
propose and second a nomination. 


MOTIONS FOR THE ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING 


Motions for submission and consideration at the Annual General Meeting of the 
SARL on 29 March 2003 in Bloemfontein are invited from members. 


Each motion must contain the following: 


1. A concise description of the motion; 
2. A motivation in support of the motion; 
3. A proposer and a seconder must sign each motion.

REMEMBRANCE DAY SERVICE ON 10 NOVEMBER 


The annual remembrance service for radio amateurs who offered their lives on 
duty for South Africa will be broadcast on Sunday 10 November at 10:45 over 
all the transmitters of Radio-Sonder-Grense. Rev. Lendus de Villiers, ZS6LLV, 
minister of the DRC congregation Rietfontein-North in Pretoria will conduct 
the service. We request that amateurs maintain radio silence during the trans- 
mission and where possible relay the service over repeaters. 


On Monday 11 November 1918, at 05:00 the Armistice was signed in the railway 
carraige of Marshall Foch in a forest on the Western Front. At 11:00 on 11 
November 1918 the guns fell silent and peace came to the Western Front, the 
end of the First World War. At 11:00 on Monday 11 November 2002 it will be 
the 84th anniversary of the end of the Great War. 


Radio Amateurs across South African are asked, where possible, to observe two 
minutes silince at 11:00 on 11 November to honour the fallen of all wars. The 
first in thanksgiving of those who survived and the second in memory of those 
who paid the supreme sacrefice. 


PROVISIONAL RESULTS SEPTEMBER VHF/UHF CONTEST

summary sheet containing the relevant information as per the SARL Contest 
Manual or Blue Book.
